Maintained Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Applicant again argues, that the rejection should be withdrawn because, the 
making of the compounds are enabled and cited a page, reference (pg. 30, lines 18-21) 
of the specification, wherein the International Application WO 2001/32624 is made. 

In response to Applicants argument, the cited page does not support Applicants 
argument, the cited page does not contain or mention Applicants' argument. However, 
the corrected page of such is (see pg. 26, lines 8-10). 

The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an 
unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing 
the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter . 37 CFR 
1 .57(f). Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See above reasons. The rejection is maintained as in the office action of 
record and repeated below. 

For the rejection to be withdrawn the statement incorporating the references 
must be stated for example: The compounds of the present invention can be prepared 
using the methods described in International Application WO 01/32624 and U.S. Patent 
7-1 63~949, is incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter here 
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together with methods known in the art of synthetic organic chemistry, or variations 
thereof as appreciated by those skilled in the art. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treatment of urinary incontinence, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for making the compounds recited in the claims. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. 

No claim is allowed.
